79. (New) A method of reworking a reaction 
product of a coitposition in accordance with Claim 32, a step 
of which comprises: 

(a) exposing the reaction product to conditions 
appropriate to cause the reaction product to soften and lose 
adhesiveness, 

80. (New) The method according to Claim 19, 
further comprising the steps of: 

(b) removing the semiconductor chip or 
semiconductor device from the circuit board; and 

(c) optionally, cleaning the surface of the circuit 
board to remove any cured reaction product that remains. 



Kindly cancel Claims 1-30, without prejudice or 
disclaimer of that which is defined thereby.
